RULES AND CONDITIONS FOR THE SPIRIT-CIRCLE. 


ArMmosritenic Conprrioxs.—The phenomena cannot be successfully elicited 
Jn very warm, sultry weather, în extreme cold, when thunder and lightning and 
magnètic disturbances prevail, when the atmosphere is very moist, or when thera 
is much rain, or storms of wind, A warm, dry atmospheres is best, as it presenta 
the mean between all extremes, and agrecs with the harmontons state of man's 
organism which îs proper for the manifestation of CS ear phenomena. A 
subdued light or darkness increases the power and facilitates control, 

Logar Conpirions.—The room in which a cirele is held for development or 
Investigation should be set apart for that purpose, Is should be comfortably 
warmed and ventilated, but draughts or currents of air should be avoided, Those 
persons composing the circle should meet in the room about an hour betore the 
txperiments commence; the same sitters should attend each tirne, and occupy the 
tame places. This maintains the nliar etic conditions necessary 10 the 
production of the phenomena, A developing ci exhausts power, or uses it up, 

Pa rstoLogtcaL Coxprrross.— The phenomena are produced by a vital force 
emanating from the sitters, which the spirits use as a connecting link between 
themselves and objects. Certain temperaments give off this power; others emit 
an opposite influence. [f the circle is com o ns with suitable tem 
ments, manifestations will take place readily; if the contrary be the case, much 
perseverance will be necessary to produce results. If both kinds of ternperament 
are present, they require to be arranged so as to produce harmony in the perchical 
atmosphere evolved from them. The physical manifestations rg sperau depend 
upon temperament, If a circle does not succeed, changes should be made in the 
sitters till the proper conditions are supplied. 

MENTAL ConpITions.—All forms of mental excitement are detrimental to 
success. Those with strong and opposite opinions should not sit together; 
opinionated, dogmatic, and positive people are better out of the circle and room, 
Parties between whom there are feelings of envy, hate, contempt, or other 
inharmonious sentiment should not sit at the same circle. The vicious and crude 
should be excluded from all such experiments. The minds of the sitters should 
be ina passive rather than an active state» poms by the love of truth and of 
mankind. One harmonious and fully oped individual is invalnable in the 
formation of a circle. 

Tre CIRCLE should consist of from three to ten of both sexes, and 
sit round an oval, oblong, or square table. Cane-bottomed chairs or those with 
wooden seats are preferable to stuffed chairs. Mediums and sensatives should 
neyer sit on stuffed chairs, cushions, or sofas used by other persons, as the 
influences which accumulate in the cushions often affect the mediums unpleasantly. 
The active and quiet, the fair and dark, the ruddy and pale, male and female, 
shonid be seated alternately. If there is a medium present, he or she should 
sccupy the end of the table with the back to the north. A mellow mediumistic 
person should be placed on each side of the medium, and those most positire 
should beat the opposite corners. No person should be placed behind the 
medium, A circle may represent a horseshoe magnet, with medium placed 
between the poles. > 

CONDUCT AT THE CIRCLE.— The sitters should place their hands on the table, 
and endeavour to make each other feel easy and comfortable. bie con- 
versation, singing, reading, or invocation may be engaged in—anything that will 
tend to harmonise the minds of those present, and unite them in one purpose, is 
in order. By engaging in such exercises the circle may be made very profitable 
apart from the manifestations. Sitters should not desire Shine în particular, 
but unite in being pleased to receive that which is best for all. The director of 
the circle should sit opposite the medium, and put all questions to the spirit, and 
keep order. A recorder should take notes the conditions and proceedings. 
Manifestations may take place in a few minutes, or the circle may sit many tinies 
fore any result occurs. Under these circumstances it is well to change the 
positions of the sitters, or introduce new elements, till success is achieved. en 
the table begins to tilt, or when raps occur, do not be too impatient to get answers 
to questions. When the table cam answer qasatone by giving three tips or raps 
for * Yes,” and one for “No,” it may assist in placing the sitters properly. The 
spirits or intelligences which produce the phenomena should be treated with the 
same courtesy and consideration as you would desire for yourselves if you were 
introduced into the company of strangers for their personal benefit. At the same 
time, the sitters should not on any account allow their ju: ent to be warped or 
their good sense imposed upon by spirits, whatever their professions may be. 
Reason with them kindly, firmly, and considerately. 

INTERCOURSE WITH SPIRITS is carried on by various means, The simplest is 
three tips of the table or raps for “Yes,” and one for “No.” By this means the 
spirits can answer in the affirmative or negative. By calling over the alphabet 
the spirits will rap at the proper letters to constitute a message. Sometimes the 
hand of a sitter is shaken, then a pencil should be placed in the hand, when the 
spirits may write by it automatically, Other sitters may become entranced, and 
the spirits use the vocal organs of such mediums to speak. The spirits 
sometimes impress mediums, while others are clairvoyant, and see the spirits, 
and messages from them written in luminous letters in the atmosphere. Some» 
times the table and other objects are lifted, moved from place to place, and even 
through closed doors. Patiently and kindly seek for tests of identity from loved 
ones in the spirit-world, and exercise caution respecting spirits who make extrava- 
gant pr ons of any kind. =
